his Apoſtles, to whom, at other times, tee manifeſted. 
himſelfe in ſecret, for ſo faies Saint Afarke, Har. 13+ 3. 
Our Sauiour hautng foretold them of the deſtruction of 
the Temple, chat of all thoſe glorious buildings, there 
ſhould not be left one ſtone vpon another, that ſhould. 
not be throwne downe; Peter, and /ames,and /obn and An- 
drewasked him priuatly,Tef vs,whes ſhailtheſe thimgs be * 
And what ſhall be the ſigne when all theſe things ſhall be ful - 
led? The things they enquired of, as Saint CAfarthew 
more fully expreſſes them, Aat.24. 3.weretwo*t the one 
of the deſtrution of /er»ſalrmand the Temple : the other 
of his ſecond comming to indgement, and the exd of the 
worid. Theſe two queſtions pitch vpon the two peri- 
ods of time, with which the Scriptures bound them= 
ſelues : the one of the 0:d Teſtament or the Law,which 
had his full conſarmatum eff, with the deſtruftion of Ie- 
ruſalem : the other of the New Teſtament, or the Goſ-- 
pell, which ſhall receine his accompliſkment,or period, 
with the ſecond comming of Chriſt. Which becauſe 
they beare ſome correſpondency the one with the other, 
cur Sauioar in this Sermon twifts and weaues his an * 
{wers to their two queſtions both together. Androuch- 
ing-the firſt, of the deſtrution of lewſalew, he:ſhewes 
them the token, by which they were to looke for.it; 
ver.2a. of this Chap: when they ſhould ſee Jern/alem 
compaſſed about witharmies, thenthey were to know 
thatthe defolatien thereof was at hand': The vnmarch- 
able miſ@y ofit, Mar -24-21- it ſhould bewith ſuch tri- 
bulation,. as hadnot beene from! the beginning of the. 
world, nor euer after ſhould be : The compaſie of time 
within which it ſhould be fulfilled, v.32 of this cap. du- 


ring and ſuruing that preſent age and generation then: 
buing, all which nad 


ingly came to pafle within 40- 
yeares

Touching the Kcond,of his ſecond comming to iudg- 
ment, heſheweth them the fearefall terrours that thall 
goebefore it; The Swnne ſhall be darkened, the Moone ſtall 
not gixe her light, the Staryes ſhall fail, the powers of beauen 
ſhall b: ſhaken, and fo forth,as tollowes Afar. 24. : 9. The 
ſecrecy of the tune of it ; of thr day and heure knowes no 
. man, no not the Angels inheauen, but my father onely, Car. 
24.36. The ſecurity of the workd before it; As in the 
dajes that were b:fore the floud, they wereeating and drink« 
#ng, marrying and £1078 in marriage, vniill the day that 
Noah entred imo the Arke, and knew nor till the flood came 
and tooke them all away, ſo alſo ſhallthe comming oj the Sonne 
of man br, Mat.24.38. Vpon thete aduertiſements of his 
comming to iudgement, our Sautour infers an exhorta- 
tion to vigilancy and wathfulnefle. Watch therefore, ſaies 
Saint Matthew, Mat.24-4:. for yee know nat what houre 
our-Lord doth come. Take heed, watch ar4 pray, fates Saint 
Marke, Mar.1 3.3 3. for ye knew net when the 11after of the 
how{e commeth, at excn or at millnight, at cockerowing or in 
the dawning. And here Saint Lake records a farther dire- 
Rion, which by the copulatine-inthe beginning of the 
Text, ſhould ſeeme to hauebeene ioyned by our'Saniour 
ta the watch-words of the two other Euangelifts ; not 
onely requiring heed and wathfulneſſe, but dire&ing 
them what they ſhould watch or take heed of. 42d 
take heed to your ſelues left at any time your hearts be oner- 
charged with ſurfetting and 'drunkenntſſe, and cares of this 
life, and ſothat day come vpon you vyawares, Thus then, 
theday here mentioned inthe Text, is the ay of our 
Sauiours comming to 1udgement, and the whole Text 
is nothing but a caucat for watchfulnefle or preparation 
againſt that day.

Secondly, hee ſets 
forth the obiec of this heed: It muſt not be a heed of o- 
thers, nor a heed of other things, but it muſt be refte- 
ed vpon themfelues, Take heed (faies our Sauiour) ro 
your ſelnes- Thirdly, it muſt not be delayed, 1t muſt nor 
be doneby firs, but it muſt be begun ſpeedily, and con- 
tinued conſtantly , for ſayes our Sauiour , Take heed 
leſt al an} [17e, Fourthly, though this heed be to be 
refleaed on themlelues, yet itis fo tobe applicd tothem- 
{clues, as that chiefly it be fixed on the heart : Take heed 
(ayes our Sauiour) 19 your hearts, Fiftly, there are di- 
ucrsdiſtempersand paſsions of the heart , that our Sa- 
uiour here giues warning of, is, grareds cords, the heani- 
acfle of the heart : for he ayes rake beed, ul men Bapmoie;, 
ne grauentar corda, leſt your hearts bee prefled downe- 
ward as it were with clogs and weights. Sixtly, there 
are ſome ſpeciall things, with whichthe heart is lubic& 
ro be'prefied downe : of them our Sauioar heere parti- 
cularly notes two- x furfetting and drunkenneſſe.2 cares 
ot this life, Seuenthly and laſtly, he ſets forth in thexnd 
ofthe Text the miſchicfe that will follow vpen the neg- 
le of this heed, which is tobe taken with that day 
vnprepared , and ſo that day will come ypon you 
VNAWAares.

Not becauſe he belecned the Apoſtle, -for he continued 
.an Infidell. Butrhe reaſon was, hee bad beene agreat 
offender againſt righteouſneſle. and_.temperance, and 
therefore his owne heart miſgaue him the words of the 
[egg were too true, hee muſt bee called to account 
or it. 
Fourthly, nay not onely wicked men, but euen the 
Diuels themſclues haue ſome apprehenſion of this poitit 
.of our Faith. Thex beleeweſt there i: ane God, thow'doeſt 
well(fayes Saint Iames,)lam.3.19. the Divel alſo beleewe 
. and tremble. And wherefore doe they tremble. ? Notfo 
much becauſe there is a God, if they might alwayes 
hane.liberty of. compaſsing thecarth - roo and-fro,.and 
difport themſelues in hunting after and preyigg vpon 
.mens ſoulesas now they.doe : but becauſe as Saint Peter 
teaches vs, 2 Pee.2.4. that God hath caſt them into the 
dungeon of hell, and hath deliuered them vp into chains 
of darkeneſſe tobe reſerued vnto iudgement.

And he hath his bookee of recordoſall our aftie 
ons, which at that day ſball be brought forth, Apo.20.12. and 
ont of which men ſhall hawe their miquities [et before them, 
yea, and that in order,P(al.50.21.Nay,mens owne conſci- 
ences,which now they corrupt and bribe with picaſures, 
wth profits, or cauteriſe with the continuall pratice of 
ſinne, ſhall then be awaked like eLdams eyes atter his 
tranſgreffion; to be at the iudgement, in ſtead ot a thou- 
and witnefſes toconuince them, and after the inudge- 
ment, a neuer dying worme to torment them. And thus 
much ſhall ſuffice torthis note of heed in the beginning 
of the Text. 
Wecome now tothe ſecond point, which ets forth 
the obiec of this heed. Take heea(fayes our Sauiour) to 
Jour ſeluer. The Apoſtle, Rem.14.10. rebuking them 
for their cenſoriouſneſſe againft their brethren, thought 
it ſufficient to reſtraine them from iudging others, by 
putting themin mind of their owne account, which 
they were to giue before the indgement ſeat of Chriſt. 
Why avefi thon wage thy brother ({ayes the Apoltle,) we 
ſhall all appeare before the judgment ſeat of Chriſt? And 
againe,verl. 1 2. Emery one cf vs ball gine an acconnt of him- 
ſel/e unto God,ler ys not therefore iudge one another any 
more. And :lurely if wee did ſerioully looke tothis ac- 
count ofour owne, wee ſhould find ſo much worke at 
home, that we ſhould no: haue leifureto bee ſo buſic a- 
broad in iudging others. But as the Apoſtle, 2 Theſ.3. 
I1. ſpeakes of {ome liv ipzatouircs, ang mpioppalcuives, 
doing nothing, and yet bufie bodies; doing nothing in 
their owne affaires, but buſie in other mens : ſothere 
are tootoo many, that are ſo heedfull ofthe account of 
others, that of their owne account they take little or ne 
heed atall. And therefore our. Saujourleaues not his 
precept for heed at harge, but hee limits and bounds 
it tohisduc obic. Take heed, faies our Sauiour, to your 
ſelnes,

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Reproofe of ethers, is reckoned amongſt the deeds of 
Charity, Lewit.19.17. T hou ſhalt not hate thy brother um thy 
heart, but they ſhalt in any wiſe rebuke thy neighbour, and 
not ſuffer him to ſinne, But being a deed of charity, as | 
all charity ſhou'd begin at home, ſocſpecially ſhould 
this. God requires of vs that wee loue ourneighbour 
but as our ſclues, but in this we will ſipererogate, wee 
w1ll loue him better then our ſelues, take more care of 
his reformation than of our owne. The Apoſtles pre- 
cepts are, Examine your ſelues and indge your ſelues.And the 
rule by which we ſhould examine and iudge our ſelues, 
ſhould be Gods Law, whichas S. /ames teaches vs, [am.1. 
 23.is like toa looking-glaſle,to which eucry one ſhould 
reſort, tonoteand ro wipe out the blemiſhes of his 
. owne face. Into which glafſe the. holy Apoſtle loo» 
King, in his humility,thought his owne face the fouleſt, 
1 T7Tim.1.15 . leſus Chriſt came into the world to (aue ſinners, 
xj whons | am the chiefe, ſayes the Apoſtle, But this glaſſe 
cales too plainely with vs, 1t ſhewes vsour wrinckles 
and deformities too truly. We chooſe rather therfore to 
_looke into the falſe glaſle of our owne ſelfe-loue, where- 
by firſt wecontrat a confident opinion of our owne 
righteouſneſſe, From truſting in our ſelues that weare 
righteous with the Phariſce, Lake 18.11. wegoc a 
ep higher, wee fall todeſpiſing of others, not onely 
ludging, but crucifying them too, with our rigorous 
cenſures. 1 thanke theeO God, 1 amnot as other men are, 
extorti3ucrs, vniuſt, adulterers, or ke wnts this Publica, 
Next, hauing thus dignified ourſelues,and in compariſon 
Fl '_ _ of our {clues vilified others,we grow tothink them too 
bad tocome neere vs, like thoſe holy ones, //e.65.5.who 
| lay, Stavd by thy ſelfe, come not ueere to me, for I am bolier 
| then cbox. And ſoat laſt, by theſe ſteps anddegrees many 
tall toa Schiſmaticall ſeparation of themſelues from the 
| Church of God, andio become proſelytes, either of

their prouidence in nothing bur prophecies of prodigi- 
ous imminent alterations : their conferences in ſhops, 
in priuate houſes, nothing bur protects of new formes 
of gouernment, and elections ot new gouernours : their 
daily paitime nothing ſo much as an 1gnorant, and an 
vncharitable cenſuring and traducing of others, eſpeci- 
ally their ſuperiours : deploring the times, crying out 
for reformation ofall ſane themſelues : with s rempora, 5 
mores | whencommonly their owne manners are one 

of the fouleſt blots of the times. Nothing ſo corrupt as 

their owne conſcicnces, nothing more diſorderly then 

their ownefamilies, no buſinefle worſe managed than 

their owne eltates. ; 

I ſpeake not this as if reformatian ought not tobe de- 
fired where there 1s need. It is not onely to bedefired, 
but alſo to be endeauoured of all, but in due order. Saint 
Pavl, 44.20.28. hath a doable Caueat : Take h:ed, fayes 
the Apoſtle,ro your ſelurs, and to the flocke-; But to whom 
isthis?: To thoſe whom the holy Ghoſt had made o- 
ucrſcers of the Church of Epbeſw. So muſt we ſay toall 
that are inauthority, they haue a double charge, they 
mult 4trendere obs, 65 attendere preps too : take heed to 
themfelues, and tro the flocke committed to their 
charge. But marke-;' our Sanionrs Caucat ſtands firſt, 
Firſt j65, then gregs ; firſt to themſelues, thento the 
flocke : left that mocke be truly put vpon them, whick 
was falſely put ypon our Sauiour : Hee /aned orbers, him= 
ſelfe be canuot ſane, And fo likewiſe for others : As the 
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Apoſtle wiſhes Gal. | 12. Viinam abſcindantur qui cone 
turbant vos, I would they were cut off which trouble 

ou ; ſoall may wiſh and pray that all incorrigible trou- 
bles of Itracl mighc be cur off: But becauſe euery mans 
particular VICES and tranſgreſsions muſt benumbred a- 
mongſt the troubles of Iſrael , wee muſt firſt euery one 
eaſe Iſrael of his troubles by cutting off our owne tranſ= 

reisions, and then will it be fit time to ſeeke and call 

or the reformation of others : Leſt that brand of hypo- 
crife be found vpon vs, which our Sauiour notes, fat. 
7.5 « T hog hypocrie, firſt caſt the beame out of thine owne eye, 
then fhalt thou ſee cleerely ro pull the moar ont of thy brothers 
eze. Tocoacludc this point with che Apoſtle, Gal.6.5. 
A: that day, the day here in the Text, Emery man hal 
beare his owne burthen : therefore now ict cuery man bee 
carcfull to proue his owne worke, 

The third point ſets forth the conſtancy of this heed. 
T ake heed, fayes Our Sauiour, me quando, left at any time. 
This word zeqwanao, ſecmes to haue relation to that 
that our Sauiour had before ſpoken,of thevnſearcheable- 
neſle of this day. Though the thing it. ſelfe (our Sauj-- 
ours comming to iudge ment) be moſt certaine, yet the 
time whcn he will come, 1s moſt vacertaine, being an 
inſcrurablc ſecret, to m2n, to Saints, to Angels, nay, Ie- 
ſus Chriſt himſelfe, as being the Sonne. of man, will not 
be acknowne of it, Mar.13.32. and therefore fayes our 
Sauiour, becauſe yee know not when the'time is, yee 
muſt take heed, watch and pray at all timcs. 

Here it may be, it will be exputed and deſired by 
ſome hearers, who. are rcadicr topry into this ſecret, 
than toprepare for it, that, wee ſhould ſet forth the ro- 
uing coniecturcs 0. lome,at leaſt at the cantling of time +. 
wherein this day is tobe expeRed. For the daring wit 
of man, like him that would build againc /ericho, hath 
not becne#fraid to aflay the ſtealing of this ſecret from 
heaven” it felfe, by groundleſſe, nay by impious prog- 

noſtica- 
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noſtications. For to goe about to know or diſtouer this 
time, what 1s it elſe but toreuerſe and to make void our 
Sauiours words? He faies, Tate heed, watch and pray at 

{ll times, becanſe ye know wot the time; they by proteſsing 
a diſcouery of the time, ay plainely, their is no fach 
cauſe at all times totake heed, watch and pray. 

There are others, who though they will not define 
this time, yet they will confine it. There are (fay they) 
ſome prophecies in the Scripture, as that of the diſco- 
uery and deſtruttion of Antichrift, Apec.17 and 18. 
chap. that other of the conuerſionof the Iewes, Kow.1 1. 
25. which muſt be fulfilled before Chriſts comming to 
1udgement,therfore yet he is not tobe expected. But let 
vs take heed, we be not fodecciued aboutChriſts ſecond. 
comming, as the Iewes were about his firſt. Becauſe 1t 
was prophecicd, Mal,q.s. Behold I will ſend you Elyab 
the Prophct before the commung of the great and dreaofull day 
x| the Lord: The Scribes taught the people, Mat.17.10. 
that before Chriſts comming, E/45s the Tbite, muſt 
riſe vp from the dead and come amongſt them. But faies 
our Sauiour, El:as is come already, and they knew him 
not, meaning by John the Baptiſt, who though he came 
not in the fleſh, yet came inthe ſpirit and.power of E- 
ties, a$ it was prophecied of him by the Angell, Lake 1. 
17.and {o that prophecie receiued his accompliſhment, 
and they were notaware of it. So,tis true, there are ſach 
prediHons in the Scriptures, Antichriſt is to be diſco- 
uered and confounded, and the Iewes are tobe conuers: 
ted : but yet although God haue rcucaled the things, 
ſeeing he has reſerued vnto himſeife the manner, why 
may not theſe alſo receiue their accompliſhment 1n 
ſome ſuch manner, asour blindneffe ſhall not be able to- 
obſerne it? It was the faying of Origen of 01d, and our 
age does well allow of it, ypon that Rewe.1 1.25. blind- 
neſſe in part is happened to Iſrael, vnrill the fulnefſe op 
theGentiles be come in, and ſoall Iſrael ſhall be faued 

\ Ut Quee 
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Dus autemn fit ite omnis Iſrael, quiſalum fict ( ayes that 
Father )a#t que erit iſta plenitnds etiam gentinm, Dems ſolus 
nonit, & vnigenitus ein,oc, But what this all Iſrael is 
that ſhall be faucd, or what this fulneſſe of the Gens, 
tiles alſo ſhall bee, Ged onely knowes, and his onely 
begotten, 
Toreturne then to our Sautours words:: The guends 
of his.comming is moſt vncertaine, therefore wee muſt 
take heed, ne qwando,leſt at anytime he come p01 Vs Van 
wares. We ſee then this Caucat hath beene in force now 
any time neere this ſixteene hundred yeares, taking 
place not long after the ſpeaking of theſe words, but 
oughtmoſt of all tobe in force with vs, ypon whom 
not onely as the Apoſtle ſpeakes, 1 (or.10.11. the ends 
of the world, but the very ends of thoſe ends ef the 
world are come. Eſpecially if we adde to the expeRtati- 
on of this day, the conſideration of the ſhortnefle and 
frailty of our owne time. Sce to what trifles our liues 
are compared ; Like graſle, like a lower of the held, like 
a flood, or a rifing of the waters, like a wind, like a va- 
-pour, like a ſhadow, like ſmoake, like yeſterday, like a 
watch in the night, like a fleepe, like a dreame, like a 
vaine ſhew or a pageant, like a tale that is told, like a 
{pan or a hand breadth, like vanity, nay very vanity, al- 
together vanity, lighter then vanity. Yet hoc momen- 
tun, vnde pend:t aternitas,: Thele lines of ours are that 
moment vpon whichall eternity does depend. And yet 
for all that, how waſtfully,and how deſperately doe men 
paſſe them away ? It is their ſtudy and careto find pa- 
{time, asf they had ſomuch time here, they knew not 
what to doe with it : They while it away, gaze it a- 
way, dreame itaway, prate it away, carke and care 
itaway, droyle and drudge it away, feaſt and dance 
It away, play and ſport it away, drinke it*away, 
erabbe itaway. Our whole life is well compared to a 
tourney, and as well may the ſcucrall partsand times

of our liues be compared to the diuerſe wayes and places 
which in our iourneyes wee paſſe through. Some- 
times we paſſe through tedious, irkſome, weariſome 
wayes, ſeeming longer then they are : fuch 15 our jdle 
time, wherein weare weary both of our time and of our 
ſelues. Sometimes threugh places barren, yet delight- 
fuli by variery ofnew obiects, like walkes in a garden ;. 
ſuchis our wanton, our ſporting time. Sometimes tho- 
row rough, thoray, darke, durty, difficuit paſlages ;. 
ſach is our carking time.Sometimes we trauaile through 
dangerous wayes for theeues and wild beaſts; ſuch is 
our miſchicuous time : our time ſpent in malitious and 
harmefull perſecutions one of another , wherein we are 
Home homo Iupus, one mana woolte toanother. Little 
ornone of our time victull or profitable either to our 
{clues or others : like thoſe corne-felds in the Gol. 
pell, through which the Diſciples paſsing relieucd 
themſcues. 

The reaſon of this is two-fold. Either wee thinke not 
of that we haue here to doe: or wee put it off. 1 There 
are many ſo farre like the beaſts that periſh, that they 
areat their iourneyes end before they know whether 
they are going: They are ready to goe out ofthe world, 
before they know for what cauſe they came in. 2 Others 
how there isa worke, ataske here tobe done, but they 
put it off, like them about the building of the Temple, 
Hag-1.2. Tis tobe done, butthe time is not yet eome, And (0 
erin all to the fagge end of their age, or the houre 
of death, hauing with the rich foole in the Goſpell 
gown themſelues many good morrowes, and ſent them- 

clues before hand many newyeeres gifts, they areypon a 
ſudden f1rprifed and ouertaken with the night of death. 

To preuent this folly Adoſes in that Palme of his, P/al 
90-12. direts vs toa point of wifedome, which is tO 
tearne to number our dayes. Our dayes may be num- 
bredtwo wayes: compleat, or current, Compleat, lice

bath ſummed them vp for vs, ver. 10. The dayes of our 
yeeres arc but threeſcore yeeres and ten, oy at the 
molt foureſcore. A ſhort time, and therefore to be ſpa- 
ringly ſpent. Bnt this 1s not to euery one what ſhall 
be, but at the vemoſt what may be, for weſee the moſt 
cut off before they ſee that age. If then wee ſha'l count 
our time running, let vs but obſcrue with what a ſpas 
ring hand its miniſtred vnto vs. We count itin grole, 
by daycs, weekes, moneths and yeeres, and no doubt 
many of vs haue already projected before hand, what 
we will doe tor many yeeres yet to come ; But inſo 
.counting we count more than 1s our owne. For this pre- 
ſent day, agood part of it was, but is ot ours now, for 
tis paſt ; that of it that 1s to come we cannot call ours, 
becauſe wee know not whether wee ſhall liue to ice it. 
Onely that that is ours is the time preſent, which comes 
vpon vsby ſach (mall, punQuali, indinifible, inſenſible 
minits and moments, that tis ceme and gone, before we 
can ſay tis heere. That great Lord of times and ,ſcafons, 
{pinning out vnto vs this.precious treaſure with fo 
ſparinga hand, tothe end, we ſhould be as frugall in the 
beſtowing of it. The very phraſe of the holy Ghoſt ad- 
moniſhes vs of this thrift, in that P/a/.g0.10. not onely 
the yeeres of our life, but the dayes of the yeeres of our 
life, are threeſcore yeeres and ten. And ſolikewile ſpeaks 
{aceb in his counting of his age vnto Pharaoh,Gen.47.9. 
not onely the yeeres of my pilgrimage, but the dayes 
of the yeeres of my pilgrimage area hundred andthir- 
o yeeres : reckoning not Onely yeeres but dayes, as if 
the leaſt ſhread of this precious were not to bee 
caſt away.Nay,our blefſedSauiour himſelfe,though here 
ſpeaking of aday he ſeem torequire only a daily watch, 
yetelſewhere he breakes this time imto ſmaller frati- 
ons, Mar.13.35.into the watches of the night, which 
were but three houres a piece. Ye know not when the maſter 
of the houſe cometh, ay enen, or at midnight, at cockerowing, 
ar 
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or inthe dawning.Nay, Hat.24 42. toan houre ': Warch 
therefore, for ye know not what howre your Lord 4th come : 
As if there were not onely adaily, but a1 hourely watch 
to beſet for his comming. But while we ſpeake of fruga- 
lity of our owne time, let vs be frugall of the tume of this 
excrciie. 

Andiocome to the the next point which fixes this 
beed chiefly vpon thc heart. Taks reed, fayes our Saui- 
our,eo your hearts. Cod requires a confurimity tohis will 
in all our parts : Ve muſt circum ciie our cares, eAtts 7. 
51. We muit make a couenent wihour eyes, /0> 31-1, 
We mulſt fct a watch bc fore our mouthes, P/al. 141.3. 
We mult cleanſe our ha ids, /4a».4.8. We muſt lift v 
the feeble knees, H-b.1 2.12. a':d wee mult take heed ro 
our feet too, Eecle/.5.1. But our Sauiour here, wee { e, 
ſingles our ihe heart to bee tak en heed of, and that tor 
two reaſons. 1 Without the heart all heed of the outſide 
is vaincand idle. 2 If the kcart be vnfainedly taken heed 
of ,a well o1dcring of th outiide will tollow of it ſelfe. 

Firſt, how vaine aiid id:c all heed of the outward 
man is without the hcart, onr Sautor ſhewes in his com- 
p aiat out of the Prophci, Af<r-15.8. This people drawerb 
neere unto me with ther monthes, and honowreth mee 
with thew lips, but thew h-art & farre from mee, 
gherefore 117 4ine doe they worſhip me, The reaſon is, the 
heart isas it were, the metropolis, the chiefe City or 
fort of theſe little kingdomes of ours : and thoſe that 
will to:d vs, would be | poſſeft of that. And there are 
two pretenders for the poſſesion of our hearrs. Firſt, Ay 
Sonne give me thine heart ſaves God, Prou.23.26. And my 
ſonne giue-me thy hcart faics Sathan too : for tis with 
the heart, he negotiats, Job» 1 3.2.he put it into the heart 
of Indas 1ſcarrot tobatray him. But here's the difference, 
God with the heart will bane all, as our Saatour expreſ- 

ſes his mind, Lake 10.27. Thow ſhalt lowe the Lord wy 


God with all thy heart.i.with all thy (onle, with all thy moos, 
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and with all thy mind. But the Diuell,ſo he may hae the 

hearthee'l be content toquit al the reſt. Satan 1s himſelfe 

a great diſguiler, for as the Apoſtle faies,z Cor,11.14.0t 
a foule Diuell he can transforme himſelfe inte an Angell 
of light, and is well content that his miniſters and ſer- 
uants ſhould be like vnto himſelfe. So hee may hane the 

heurt, hee'l allow them the care to heare, the eyes to 

lift vp in prayer, the lips to make long prayers, the 

tongue to reproue vice, and cry out for reformation, 

nay, ſometimes the hands to doe good workes, deeds of 
charity ; What not ? the more ſhewes the better, as /#v 
dar when he meant to play the theefe, pretended for the 
poore, John 12.6. It is one of Sathans old methods of 
temptation, to dichotomiſe his followers into two 
rankes. He had amongſt the Tewes his Sadduces and his 
Phariſees : the one Atheiſticall,denying both reſurre&1t- 
on, Angell, and Spirit. A#s2,.8. the other hypocriti- 
call, reducing the obſeruation of Gods Law tothe out- 
fide obedience, as appeares by our Sautours confutation 
of them, (Mar.s. Var both of them a generation of v i- 
pers, as /ohn the Baptiſt cals them AZar. 3.7.Sathan holds 
the ſame method ſtill : Hee hath amongſt vs his Suddu- 
ces, Atheiſticall Epicuresand Libertines, whoas it they 
faid in their hearts with the foole, P/a/.14-1. that there 
isnoGod ; giue the Diuell heart and all, infide and out- 


ſide too, without either feare of God, or reucrence of 
man. He hatkagaine his Phariſees, hypocritical! titulary , 


profeſſors, whoas if that God were an Idol, and hauing 
cies aw not their hypocriſie,gine the Diuel their hearts, 
and think to preſent God with a mask. He that faies Pro. 
23.1) Son gine me thy heart, fajesalſo Rom.11.1. we muſt 
preſent our bodies for liuing ſacrifices ro him;ſo rhat the 
whole man is to be giuenas a preſent ynto God. But 
we 1n ſtead of preſenting the whole of our ſelues, thinke 
tocontent him with ſending him a preſent out of our 
(clues. Somewhat like as /acob did vnto /oſepb. Gen.43.11. 


Where 
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Where he ayes to his Sonnes, Take of the beft of the fruits 
of th- !and wm your veſſels, and carry aowne the man a preſent, 
«/utlebilme, and a lutle hony, ſpices, and n;yrrbe, nuts, and 
almouas : (o likewiſe we, liuing ina pace whete there is 
a faceanda forme of god inefice, and profeti:on of Reli- 
gion is aftera ſort iniaſhion ; wee are conentto ſend 
Goda preſent of the belt of the truirs of the land, of cue- 
ry good thing alittle ; according to the vic ofthe tim. s, 
and the faſhioa of che place : a iittle piety, and a li c 
charity, and alittie <quity, anda little ho:ucſty, now and 
then a little, to kecpe vp our credit amongſt our neigh- 
bours, and tob are vpthe naine of our profeſſion, Lac 
the ſtre.ame ot our affe tions andour courtes runs ano- 
th.r way. Our Sawiour therefore, well knowing what 
a hcauy dooume bcio'gs to hypocrites, giues herc ſpe- 
Call charge torake heed of the heart. Mar. 24.51. Gize 
him hi por:19n with hypecrutes. As if the Diuell were the 

Chicte Lord of rhe Mannour, and hypocrites the onely 

freehoidcrs in hell, and all other were but vnder tenants, 

cottiers,or inma:cs1iaken intothem, 

Seco..dly, as without the heart ali heed of the outſide 
is va:ne, ſoit the heart be once vnfainedly reformed, a 
reformation of the outward parts will follow by con- 
formity. Philoſophy teaches vs that in the life naturall, 
the heart is promum vinens, 0 vitimum moriens : the firſt 
that liues, and the laſt that dyes; and foit is in the mo- 
ral] life roo. For vertue and piety, Firft with the heart 
manbeleeues vumorighteouſneſſe, and then with the tongue he 
confe(ſes unto ſaluation, Rem.10.10. Ando alſo for vice, 
adulteries, murders, thefts,and the ljke, though they be 
acted outwardly with the body, yet fayes our Sautour 
Adat.1 5 .19. they proceed from the heart. Becauſe the 
heart is as it were the wombe of ſinne, as Saint James de- 
{cribesthe bringing forth of this monſter, James 1.15. 
Euery man isentifed of his owne lait, then when luſt 
hath conceiued it bringeth forth ſinne. Firſt, ſome plea- 
D 2 (ing 
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ſing obieR, like a ſparke falling vpon tinder, inflames 
the heart:cher's che ted of fin. The heart iiitiamed with 
delire growesto co ventand re{olut:on:therc's the con= 
ception of ſinne, That reſoiution, with time and op- 
por:unity, breakes out into at and execution : and 
ther*'s the birth @t ſinne. Our Sautour theretore in gi- 
uing warning of the heart, aduiſesvs to vie the ſane 
policy tor the deſtroying of tinne, which we vie for the. 
dcitroying of cuill birdsand noylome beaſts. Wee kill 
ill birds in the eggc, and wee deſtroy noyſome beafts 
when they are but cubs : ſo likew'ſe ſhoald wee endea- 
uour ro ſtop drunkenneſle 1n the obiet, as Salomon ad- 
ues Prow.23.21. Lookc wit on the wine whenui red + 
adultery in the occaſion, as /»ſeph Gen.2g..o0.. who'to 
auvid the ſolicitations of his miltrefle, wouid not 
come where ſhe was.: reaenge ia the refolution, as Da- 
md 1 Sam 24. when he happily changed his d-iperate 
purpoſeof deſtroying Naval, and' all his hoiiit'; couee 
tou nefſe in the tinder, as Herer to Sumwn 1agne, Att.8, 
20.T by money periſh with thee, 

Asthen before in the ſecond point, we preſt the Aps- 
ſtlesprecept, Examme your (viur 1,and tage your Scluts ; 10 
here we muſt prefle the Plalmitts precepr, P/al.44\:Exe 
amine your hearts and indge your hearts; W herein wee are 
taught, that as weare often to arraigne oar ſetnes vpon 
the whole courſe of our itues, totry whether we ſhai be 
able to ſtand vprigh- inthe 1adg m-nt or no : to to pre 
uent thoſe crumes of ſinne, which at that day may con- 
demne vs,we ſhou'd doc thelike office vpon our hearts, 
in preuention of the day of indgement, that Iuſtices of 
peace doe in preuention of the Iudge of afsife. Enery 
good Iultice, if. he haue information of vagra't and di!- 
orderly perions; examines them whence they come, 
whether they goe, how they live, what's rheir names ? 
and though they have committed no tciony yer for their 


idle and deſolate courſe of life, hee whips them home, 


ſendy 
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ſends thEtothe houſe of corre&tion, whereby many times 
capitall c:1mes are' preuented. So likewiſe ſhould wee 
doc by the rouing vagabond, diflolute thoughts and de- 
ſires of our owne hearts : where wee. ſhall finde ſome 
borne of lult and idlenefle, and ſtealing in the twilight 
to aduitery and vncleanneſle : fome bred of couetouſneſſe 
and haſting to iniquity and intury : ſome growne of 
pridc and elfe-loue, and ſwelling toinſolency and tyran- 
ny ouer our brethren: lome rifing of rancour and ma«» 
lice, and: poſting to bloody reuenge and. miichiefe : 
which if we would correct and cructhe, while they are 
in the heart, it would prevent thole foule felonious acts 
of wicked1cfl-, adu!ter.es, thefts, murders, oppreſ- 
fions, tyrannics and the like, for which many ſhall bee 
co .demncd ar that great day. For Cain murder was at 
firſt but amal:cious 1atent, and a downe looke : Dama: 
adaltery was at firft but a iuſttuil deſire : eAb/aloms trea- 
forvinrhe beginning, wasnothing but an ouerweening 
imagination, which had/they beene- {trangled in the 
wombe ot ſinne; or daſhed againit the tones when they 
vere but babcs,rhoſe toule fats of wickedaefle had been 
preuented. 


Bur come wenow tothe next point, which does in 5 Be oxcr» 
fome ſort {econd:this; fetting forth vneo- vs the diſcaſe charged: 


of the heart, which our Sauiour here-particularly giues 
warning of. There are duueric diſtempers and fickneſſes 
of the heart, that God diſlikes. As firſt, there 15a dull 
and a flow heart ; quicke enough at earthly, but ſlow in 
conceiuing of teaucnly-rhings,” reproned by our Saui- 
our in thein of Emma. Luk» 24.25 , © fooles and flow of 
heart to beltrne that which the Prophers hue ſpoken, Se - 
condly, there is diſliked by God a heart of too hard a 
temper or mettall, which was lamented by our Saniour 
inthe Tewes, Mwk.35..45 a difuſctarllyCorable, when 
befides the naturalf indifpofictoni' tht ivin vsall, there 
is growne vpon the heart; by the continuall -practice of 
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ſinne, that T9299 : an addiRtionall brawny hardneſſe, 
w1chout feeling, ſo as neither exhortations nor admo- 
nitions, promitesnor threatnings, iudgements nor mer= 
cies Wilt enterit, bur all recoy:e from 1tas fruitlefle, A- 
gaine thirdly, 44.4.13+15+ Our Sautour complaines of a 
tat heart ; Pmmpurfatium Or mcr aſſatum eft cor populs hug : 
the heart of this people is waxen fat or groſle. A degr.e 
worle than the former, becauſe 11 this by worldly pro- 
{pcrity and pride of heart, there is added a (elte-pleating 
ſecurity in {inne, whereby they doe not onely reie re- 
proofe, bur ſitting in tne ſcorners chayre, they deride 
and diſdaine at the repoouers. Ot this ſpeakes Saint 
Tames, lam.y .5. where ſpeaking of wordly rich men, he 
ſayesof them, Te hane beene wanton, ye haxc lin d mpl-a- 
ſwre, yee hane fatted up your hearts, a» in aday of ſlarghter, 
Fourthly, God hates a clouen or a ſouble hear: a heart, 
and a heart,as it is ca led, P/al/ 1 2. >. a deceiituil ora dife 
{cmbling heart, which turnes Gods workemanihip :nto 
a monſter, who hauing glu nvsdiuersof our members 
twins, as eyes, cares, hands and the i1ke, yet for one 
foule, has giuen vs but one heart, and for that one heart 
but one tongue, as if betwixt fou'e, heart and .ongue, 
there ſhould alwayes be an idcnticail correſpondency. 
Fiftly, thcr's anocher ſort of falſe hearts, which 1s a fice= 
ting andan vnſtable heart, meaning wel enough tor the 


preſent, but not continuing conſtant. Of tms the Plal- 


miſt complaines in the Iewes, P/a/.78.8. where he ayes 
their heart was not right, becauſe their ſpirit was not 
ſtedfaſtwith God. And therefore ver/.g7. he compares 
them to a deceirfull bow, which though at the firſt ma- 
king it ſhoots.ſtraight, yet with a little lying warps, 
and lo deceiues the ſhooter. Theſe and many other di- 
Rempers and paſsions of the heart there are, which God 
diſlikes and reprooues, but of them all our Sauiour heere 
SUES wal ning to take heed of grantdinoſum cor, a heauy 
heart. Which 1s, when the heart that ſhould _— V 
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aloft, to the apprehenſion, the contemplation, the affe- 
&ion of heauenand of heauenly things, lyes groueling 
here vpon the carch, delighting it {elf in nothing but 
carnall, worldly, and earthly contentments. And there- 
fore {aics our Sauiour ; Take heed, k:/77UTE BGrpw amy Uuay 
1 x8gJ12, ne granentur corda, leſt your hearts be pre(- 
ſed downe tothe earth with theſe earthen affetions, as 
it were with ciogsand weights, for ſo much docs the 
word 6epuuas ſjgnifie, 

The Diue!l, whoas hath beene ſhewed before, is a 
grcat inrruder vpon the heart, if he can get poſſeſſion, his 
word isthe ſame tothe heart, that it was to our Saui- 
our, when ke had him on the pinacle of the Temple, Ar 
ze te deorſum, Calt thy felfe downe : But Gods word to 
the heart is Sur/nm corda, Lift vp your hearts.

4 
ther's great reaſon, that as God hath ſet vs with our 
faces looking vpward, Os hows (ublime dedir, ſo our 
hearts (hould looke that way t00. Daxid P/al.121. . 
fayes, 1 wil lift vp mine eyes wnto the hils ; his reaſon 
is, becauſe from thence commeth my helpe. Surely our 
helpe, our hope, our comfort for this life, for that which 
is tocome, 1s fromthe hils, from Gods holy hill, and 
therefore thither ſhould we lift vp not onely our eyes, 
but our hearts alſo. Firſt, from thence is our originall,as 
the Apoltle ſhewes out of the heathen Poet.e As 27.28. 
Ti 2a x yuO lopiy, wee are Gods generation, Gods off- 
ſpring. Indeed our bodies are of the duſt, and muſt to 
the dult, but che Spirit is giuen by God the Father of 
Spirits, Eccle/.1 2.7. And ſhall the earthen part ſoclog 
downe the heauenly, that it ſhall not looke vp tothe 
Rocke from whence it was hewen ? Secondly, ther's 
our kinred, ther's our fathers houſe : God our Father, 
Chriſt our elder brother, the Saints of God our bre- 
thren: And ſhall wee be ſo weddcd to our earthly alli- 
ance 
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ance, as to forget our intereſt in the Communion of 
Saints, and the houſhold of God ? Thirdly, Y#s pater, bz 
patria ; Where our Father, and our Fathers houſe is, 
ther's our countrey, here we arc but pilgrims and {tran- 
gers : And does not thetrauailer, who isalwayes a- 
mong{t itrangers, ſometimes amongſt enemies, often 
thinke how happy it were with him, if hee wcre at 
home, fitting vnder his owne Vine, and vnder his owye 
Figtree ? Fourthly,in our owne countrey, when we are 
lizetotarry, then we buiid, for who bektowes coſt on 
buiding ina place, from whence hce's ſure to remoue ? 
And where we build, there wefurmiſh and lay vp, as 
they that are to remooue houſe commonly ſend ther 
ſtuffebe'ore them. And are chere manſioos bui:ding for 
vSin heauen,and baue we no mind togoe dwell in them? 
Muſt our treaſure be laid vp in heauen, and wi l not our 
hearts be there a'ſo ? Fiftly, Nay, 4a:s dsems trudit, one 
day thruſts ona o: her, and. cuery day thruſts on with 
it his owne implo'ments ;and ſocuery day, euery ſpan of 
tim :,though we thimke not of it, ſets vs a pace narcr 
our arriuail there. And does not ihe trauailer comming 
homeward from a long 19urny,reioyce when he is come 
within ſight of the tunacll of his owne chimney; or the 
Marrincr returning from a dang: rous vo.age, is hee 
not glad when he come within kenning of his owne 
.coaft ? Sixtly, from thence he that came orc« to be our 
Sauiour, ſhall comcagaine tobe our iudge, and by indg- 
ment with mercy, wil: ct vs in poſiefsionat his. ſeco..d 
comming of thar heauenly inheritance, which with 
his precious bloud he purchaſed for vs ar his firſt. And 
1s he tocome againe, and for this bleſſed end, and have 
we nomind to looke for his gloriousapprarance ? The 
Saihts of God, our brethren, who now enioy his pre- 
ſence in heauen, when they were itrangers vpancarth, 
as wenow are, they lookt for him ; Or connerſation 
55 1n heauenſaics the Apoltle, Pbil.1,23. from whence al/e 
wee 
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we looke ſor our Sarniour;the Lord lefu Chriſt, Nay,theydid

eyes ſhall looke vpon ſtrange women, Therefore when our 
Sauiour bids T ake beed of ſirfetrtng and draukormeſie, his 
meaning is not to lefue out chambering aad wanton- 
nefle ; whichas it commonlytollowe? it in the wicked 

iſe of men,fo it is 10yned withit inthe Apoſtles re- 
proofe, Rom.1 3.13. for whoredom as well as furfetting 
and drunkenneſle isa clog to the heart : nay, it ſtcales 
the heart quite away : 10 fayes tke Prophet H</.411. 
whoredome, and wine, and new wine, they take away 
che heart. 

And this is the ſamme of our Sauiours Cordiall agath(t 
Epicuriſme, which thoſe ancient primitiue Chriſcizns, 
then expettantsot Chriit,now triumphant with him in 
heanen, were focarefull ro keepe by them, azainſt all 
temptations of rhis kind, that they did not onely rc- 
fraine their bodies from theſe noyſome ſuperfluities, but 
alſo the abridged themſelues euen of lawfull neceſſa- 
ries : / keepe vnder my body, and bring it mto ſubietion,ſaics 
Saint Pax! 1 Cor.9.27. and how he kept it ynder him- 
ſelfe ſhewes 2 Cor. 11.27. in hanger and thirſt, in faitings 
oftes, Not enely hanger and thirſt for need, but in 4 
ſtingsoften, by a voluntary forbearance. Neither was 
this the Apoſtles practiſe alone : They had their Church 
faſts 4s 1973+ their henſhold falts r'Cor. 7.5, their 
perſonall faits2 Cor.6.5 . And theſe to quicken prayer, 
and both falting and prayer to keepe a continuall watch 
ouer their owne ſoules, that their maſler whenſocuer he 
(hall come, might findechem fodoing. They well knew 
that their bodies were ——_ ny Temples or the 
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- holy Ghoſt to dwell in, and therefore they kept them al- 
wayes well dreſt vp with ſobriety and purity, fitfor the 
entertainment of ſo heauenly a gueſt. 

But what istheprattiſe of our times? Surely our fa- 
ſting is to cate faſt, nd drinkefaſt, as if like thoſe Epi- 
cures 1 ((or.15+32- being todye to morrow, we deſired 
to makean end of all betore we went : our keeping vn- 
dcr of our bodies, is nothing but a pampering of them 
forluſt, that like ſoylc-fed ſtallions, we may be libidine 
fortes, ſtrong \in luſt : and a reſtlefſe trimming of them 
vp with all home-bred and far-fetcht brauery, the Tuy- 
buſh of an adulterous heart. W hereby it comes to paſle, 
that inſtead ofbeing Temples for the holy Ghoſt, they 
become kennels = ſtyes for Satan, who as he is 1mmnn- 
duc fprritue, a foule ſpirit, ſo hedelights todwellin thoſe 
that are like himſelfe. He deſired and obtained of our 
Sauiour adwelling in the Swine, and will alwayes hold; 
his poſſeſſion in ſuchas are of a ſwiniſh diſpoſition. 

But though wee will not be brought to that ancient 
primitiue diſcipline of taming our bodies by faſting, 
ver ſhould we keepe our ſelues within the bounds of 1o- 
bricty. Our Sautour here ſaies that againſt his comming 
we ſhould all be watchmen ; bur alas, a drunkard'\that as 
Salomon faies Pro.23.34- dare {lcepe on the top of a maſt 

inthe midſt of the Sea, is but an ill watch-man :- and: 
therefore the Apoſtle Petey before he will giue his pre- 
cept of watchfulncfle, premiſes & precept-of, ſobriety; 
1 Pet, 5.8. Be ſober, andwatch., Beſides, we fhould beſo- 
ber, not onely to ſhake oft che clogs of ;the;{dule;: but'to. 
auoid the hazards of the bodyiz0d;; fprdniakenneſle en-: 
dangers both eng iketh lanatick>divel inthe Gdl-' 
pell, of whom the tather 'ofthe paſlaſled cries out: Afar; 
17.15. Lord haye mercy on my ſonng, for bg is {wnatiche duel 
{orevexed, for oft- times he fals into thefire, and, oft ito the 


water, Theſe are thecffeRs of, druakenriefſe notcuonedly! 
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gard not, but alſo hazarding the comforts of this life 
which they moſt efteeme. And. yet how monſter-like 
growne is.this vice ! God inthe beginning deſtroyed 
the world with a deluge of water, we may feare leſt now 
m the latter end, we be oner-flowed with a deluge of 
drinke, God has ſetbounds to it_as ta the Sea, Eccleſ;x 0. 
17. for ſtrength, not for drunkennefle : As if heewould 
lay vatodrinke, Thus far ſhall thy proud waues come, 
and nofurther : Humane lawes haue reared bankes and 
rampiers againſt it,by pecuniary mul&s and corporal pu- 
niſhments; butall in vaineislawleſſc,tis boundlefle, o- 
uerflowing all places, all ages, all ſexes, all degrees, ail 
conditions. | 
The Apoſtle T*r.1.12. cals the (7415s out of one of 
their. qwne Poets 2a5ip6 &p34l,. flow. or. ſleathful, belies, 
as if they were all belly, and nothing elſe, i And (are- 
ty ſach monſtersdoes drinke make of a great many, all 
face and beily likethe ſtone Iugges they fo often empty. 
But {lower ſloathfull bellies we muſt not call them, for 
tndced their chicte aHuity is in their bellies. Forwhere- 
ax, noble anceſtors, who made .themſelyes and,our

Thereate another fort chat are ſo mighty 
rodrinke wine, and men ot ſuch ftrength to'powre in - 
rong drinke, that though they rue neuer fo early to ir, 
ſit neucr ſolong a it,yetthe wine will not inflame them, 
but haning-oner-:ome both the drinke and the drinkers 
roa, they riſe-vp trom their (benches, 2s the 'Plalmift 
ſpeaks, [78.65 4tke Gyantsrefreſhed with their wine, 
ver.

And fo much ſhall ſuffice forthe firſtclog of the heart, af

Take heed, ayes our Sauter, that your bearrs 
be mt ouer-charged & pe pigenatts Brankis 5 with Cares of this 
life : which are not onely clogs, bat diftraftions too; and 
aretherefore called wphuru, becauſe they Uo wepiſers Thr v3y, 
they doedinide and diftra&the bpart pulling itthjs way 
and that way wich cheir mulrirnde and their variety. 
The beginning of them is with cares for neceſſaries, 
ſuchas our Sauiour ſpeakes of to his Apoſtles, Mdarz6.3r. 
What ſhall we eat ? what ſhall we drinke ? wherewith haltwebe 
cloathed,” The poore widdowes care 1 Reg. 17. that the 
meale in the barrell,” and the'oyle inthe cruſe may hv1d 
Out. iacobs care, Gen. 28.20. thatGod would giue him but 
bread to cat, andcloathes to put on. And this we call an 
honeſt careto live; and fo it 15, prouided itbe without a 
tipre, without diſtruſt and diſtraction. 
Our cares make vs belecue they will ſtay here : Oh, 
ſayes the poore, How contented would I be, had T but a 
competent eſtate ! But they doe but deceine'vs : After 
we haue ouer-come theſe neceffities, we are asfar from 
ancnd'of our deſires as wee were before :: looke into 
1 Rey-2 1.4. and ye ſhall ſee Ahab is mnch diſtrafted for 
Naboths Vineyard, as he that wants bread. Looke inte 
Lak.12.17- and ye ſhall findrhe rich foole as much per- 
plexing himſelfe about _— the great barnes, as he 
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Nay; what if with our abundance, our cares doe en. 
creaſe? Let's ſee if wee can draw this Hydra to ſome 
heads. Our cares for ſuperfluitics may be of two ſorts: 
rt. for quantity : 2- for quality. 

For quantity. That our conuerſation niche bee with» 
out couctouſneſſe, the Apoſtle aduiles vs, Heb. x 3.4. to 
be content with that we haue 1n preſent,þe ir little or be

Let ys 
but conſider thoſe terrours that our Sautour layes ſhall 
goe before it, The Sunne and Moone ſhall bluſh and hide 
their faces, the Starrcs ſhall fall, the powers/of heauen 
ſhall ſhake, the ſea and the waters ſhall roare, both {ea 
and land ſhallvom.t vp their dead, 'the hcauens ſhaff 
run together like a ſcrole, the Elements (ball melt with 
feruenr heat, the carth with theſe birds-neſt buildings of 
ours, and all our childiſh vanities thercin ſhall becon- 
ſumed and burnt. Conſider the glory.and maicſty with 
which it ſhallbe accompanied. The countenance of the 
Indge, ſhall þclike the Sunne in his ſtrength, his eyes 
like a flame of fire, his voyce like the ſound of many wa- 
ters,his worda ſharptwoedged ſword, his attendance 
millions of Angels, his wwe orfummons for appes- 
rance, the voyce ot an Archangell, the trumpe of God fo 
powertull, that it ſhall awake the very dead in their 
graues.Conlider the vniuerſality ofthe appearice,when 
all perſons, of all times, of _ ſhall appeare at one 
barre.

{Uec,raptenour 1n occur/uw Domini: wee ſhall be caught and 
carried to meet the Lord in the ayre. Conſider the im- 
partiality of the iudgement. Thepurple and fine linnen 
withall that accompanics and bears vp greatneſſe,btibes, 
freinds, pleadings and the like, ſhall all be left behind;on- 
ly the naked perſon ſhall appeare, carrying with it the 
conſcience of that it hath done, to receiue acgording to 
that it hath done, whether high. or low, bond or free, 
withour reſpe& of perſons. Conſider the terrorsof wic- 
ked men, who ſtricken partly with theſe amazements 
Without them,partly with the frights oftheir own Eon.

but in theſe tines fordeath we are ſure neither to 
looſe our colt,nor our labour : we leaue the care of theſe 
things tothe ſuruiuors, whodoe it for ys, if it be but to 
ridde ys oat oftheir fight, but it would beboth an ex- 
erciſc and a teftimowiall of our piety, if we would doe it 
our ſelucs. 

Now theſe two are the poaguntines only for death:but 
if thatday inthe Text ſhould come vpon vs,it wold faue 
vsthe laberboth of wils and grancs, that all-conſuming 
fire that S. Peter ſpeakes of being tobe the Regus or the 
funerall fire beth of our bodies and our goods.

The gs isnone of thine, 
for although thou beeft warth thouſands before; yet af- 
ter death, all thy riches,al: thy glory ſhkil-reſotve it ſelfe 
intothat of /o5 17.14, to ſay, #0 corruption than art wh Fits 
cher:ro-the worme thou art my mother an1 my ter, And thus 
much ſhall ſufhice to haue ſpoken of this watchword of 
our blefled Sauiour, which that we. may all of vs' alwaies 
rememberand obſcrue, cucn hee: himſelfe gine vs the 
grace, who as he has come once with merey 'to-giue vs 
chis warning,ſo will come againe at that great day with 
glory,tocal vs to account for the ve we haye madeof it, 
cuen Icfus Chriſt the rightequs, to whom withthe Fa» 
ther and the holy Gholt,three.pertons, one infinite,cror- 
nall and alſufficient God,be aſcribed all kingdome,pow-.
